Coffee County told to change election system 


United States District 


Judge 
Myron Thompson has ordered five 
Alabama counties, including Coffee, 


to submit schedules to change their 


election process by Jan. 1, 1987; and 
has given the counties three weeks to 
submit plans to change their election 


systems for county commissioners. 


Thompson, in an order issued 
last week, stated historical evidence 
had convinced him that the counties 
originally shifted to an ‘‘at-large’’

Local voters pick winners 


Less than 10,000 people bothered 
to vote in Coffee County Tuesday, 
but the majority of those who did 
voted with the statewide winner in 
all but one race. Elba voters picked 
the top candidate in every race; 
however, joined with other county 
voters in missing a few of the 
runner-up candidates. 

Lt. Goy. Bill Baxley surprised few 
with his lead in the race to replace 
George Wallace in the governor's 
chair. He will face a runoff with 
Attorney General Charles Graddick. 
County voters placed Baxley first, 
former governor Fob James second 
and Graddick in third place. ¥ 

Statewide Baxley leads with most 
of the votes counted. In Elba he 
received 578 votes, and in the county 
his official total is 3552. Graddick 
was second statewide and received 
308 votes in Elba. The entire county 
gave him 2394. James was third in 
the state, second in Elba with 351 
votes and second in the county with 
2572 votes. McMillan got 140 votes 
in Elba, 1030 in the county, Barbara 
O'Neal received 3 in Elba and 24 
countywide. 

The lieutenant governor's race 
will pit Jim Folsom Jr. against John 
Teague. Folsom led statewide - in 
Elba with 649 votes and countywide 
with 3830. Teague followed with 393 
in Elba and 2809 countywide. Hinton 
Mitchem was third with 249 in Elba 
and 1783 countywide. Melba Till 
Allen was last with 75 votes in Elba 
and 686 in the county. 

Richard Shelby won the 
Democratic right to face Republican 
Senator Denton in November. He 
defeated four candidates without a 
runoff. Shelby got 692 votes in Elba 
and 4388 countywide. Jim Allen Jr, 
got 451 in Elba and 3326 countywide. 
Other candidates countywide were 
Ted McLaughlin with 373, Mrs. 
Frank Stewart with 247 and Steve 
Arnold with 179. None of the last 
three got 30 votes in Elba, 

Don Siegelman defeated three 
opponents for the nomination for 
Attorney General. He carried Elba 
and Coffee County. Elba cast 646 
votes for him, while the entire county 
cast 3841. Jimmy Evans got 407 in 
Elba and 3217 countywide, They 
were followed by Tom Sorrells with 
137 in Elba and 1494 in the county, 
Ken Wallis was last with 26 in Elba 
and 264 countywide. 

Gorman Houston apparently won 
a narrow victory to remain on the 
state Supreme Court. He carried 
Elba 478 to 397 for challenger 
Francis Hare. Coffee County voted 
3156 to 2907 for Houston, 

Glen Browder won the office of 
Secretary of State over long-time 


officeholder Annie Laurie Gunter. 
He carried Elba by a vote of 518 to 
450 and lost the county 3564 to 3214. 
The statewide figures were close, 
but Browder appears to be the 
winner. 

State Treasurer has not been 
decided but leader Jim Zeigler will 
face George Wallace Jr. on June 24. 
Elba and Coffee County voted 
Zeigler into the lead, but favored 
Ted Little in second place. Those 
favoring Zeigler were 353 in Elba 
and 2513 countywide. Those liking 
Little in Elba were 323, with 2184 in 
the county. George Jr. got 275 in 
Elba and 2051 countywide. Floyd 
Mann got 232 in Elba and 1553 in 
Coffee County. Jimmy Passmore 
has 37 faithful friends in Elba and 
200 in the entire county. 

Jan Cook was the biggest 
vote-getter in Coffee County with her 
6810, 1065 of them from Elba, She 
easily won her race statewide and 
will be State Auditor for another four 
years. Richard Ahlgren got 104 
votes in Elba and 915 countywide. 
The former IRS employee, Sonja 
Stacey, got 51 in Elba and 476 
countywide. 


Lynn Greer is returning to the 
Public Service Commission with the 
blessing of the majority in Elba and 
Coffee County. He received 761 in 
Elba and 4397 countywide. David 
Farrar got 158 in Elba and 1602 in 
the county. Alvis Howard got 61 in 
Elba and 55S countywide. 

There will be a runoff for the 
Public Service Commission seat 
being vacated by Jim Folsom Jr. 
Terry Ellis and Charles Martin will 
face each other on June 24, Ellis was 
high all the way up the line with 665 
votes in Elba and 4777 in the county. 
Martin had 189 in Elba and 1299 
countywide, Third in that race was 
Larry Waldrop with 568, followed by 
Cindy Pope with 409, Al Hambric 
with 283 and David Russell with 208. 
That is the same order in which Elba 
voted in this race. 

Steadman Shealy Jr. easily won 
his race for the state school board. 
He had all the help he needed from 
Elba and Coffee County voters. The 
county gave him 4424 votes, while 
voting 2464 for Sharon Mitchum and 
107S for Mac Irving. That was the 
order of the finish in Elba and 
statewide. 

The hotly-contested local Circuit 
Judge race pitted a George Wallace 
appointee against a long-time judge 
of the district court. This appoint- 
ment was an issue in the race. Gary 
McAliley will be moving up from the 
District Court to the Circuit Court by 
defeating Sam Adams. While 


Adams carried Pike County, it

election to keep ‘‘black voters from 
electing black candidates’’ and 
added the shift is still having its

Counties addressed in the order 
include Calhoun, Coffee, Etowah, 
Lawrence and Talladega, and Judge 
Thompson stated he would not 
decide whether to order the counties 
to implement the changes until after 
a July 23 trial dealing with the issue. 

Mobile attorney James 
Blacksher, who represents blacks 
who claim the at-large elections are 
racially discriminatory, stated last 
week following Thompson's order 
that the orde is a strong indication 
of how the judge will rule. 

“The counties will get a chance 
to change the judge’s mind during 
the July trial,’’ said Blacksher, ‘‘but 
it would be unusual for such a thing 
to happen. After a judge has heard 
the evidence during a hearing for a 
preliminary injunction, it’s almost 
unheard-of for the judge to change 
his mind.”’ 

Thompson said in the order that

E.W. Carswell to speak 


at Historical Society 


E.W. ‘‘Judge’’ Carswell will be 
the speaker at the June 15 meeting 
of the Pea River Historical Society, 
The meeting will be held in the 
Promenade Room of the Enterprise 
Civic Center at 3 p.m. 

Carswell served two terms as 
mayor of Chipley, Fla., and was 
West Florida bureau chief of the 
Pensacola News-Journal for more 
than 25 years, retiring in 1981. 

Through the years he was active 
in civic and community affairs. 

One of the foremost Florida 
Panhandle writers, historians and 
humorists, he has written and 
published many books and articles, 
and two collections of his news 
columns have been published as 
books: ‘‘Commotion in the Magnolia 
Tree’ and ‘tHe Sold No ‘Shine 
Before its Time.”’ 

Earlier books were ‘'Tempest- 
uous Triangle,"’ a history of the 
West Florida region that became 
Washington County; ‘‘Holmes 
Valley,"’ a story of the heritage of an 
early Panhandle heartland settle- 
ment; ‘*Possum Cookbook,"’ a salute 
to the fun day at Wausau each year; 
“On to Pensacola’’ which traced 


General Andrew Jackson's march 
from Ft. Gadsden to Pensacola in 
1818; Before Kilroy, ‘‘Tales of 
Grandpa and Cousin Fitzhugh;"' and 
“Grateful Note to Gracie Ashmore."’ 

Carswell's parents moved to 
Holmes County, Fla. , in the 1890's 
fron Dale County,

Human Resources 


Gov. George C. Wallace has 
signed into law a new name for the 
Dept. of Pensions and Security. It is 
now the Alabama State Department 
of Human Resources, 


Department Commissioner Gwen 
Williams said that the new name 
better reflects the department's 
mission, ‘This department, through 
its 67 county departments, 
administers dozens of programs that 
benefit hundreds of thousands of 
helpless and financially needy 
people in the sstate,"" she said. 

She added that many services, 


such as protecting children from 
abuse and neglect, are available to 
everyone regardless of income. 

Commissié illiams said that 
some details of the name change will 
take place over a period of time. 
Stationery and office supplies 
bearing the Pensions and Security 
name will be used up before any new 
supplies are ordered, and replacing 
Signs at offices around the state may 
take months, 

“In the meantime, whatever we 
are called, we will continue to 
provide help to Alabamians who 
need it," 


although the at-large systems have a 
“winner-take-all'’ approach, and 
tend to under-represent minorities, 
they are not illegal. He added, 
however, that in this case there was 
no question the counties shifted to 
at-large systems to weaken black 
voting strength, and said the 
changes “‘are still having their 
intended racist impact."’ 

In the order, Thompson stated 
the counties ‘‘haye a clear history of 
racially polarized elections for both 
state and county officials and no 
black person has ever been elected 
commissioner under the at-large 
systems used by the counties." 

Although Thompson stated he 
was convinced the existing systems 
were racially discriminatory, he did 
not order the five counties to 
immediately implement new election 
plans because there might be no 
‘single remedy for all the counties."’ 

Coffee County attorney Warren 
Rowe has long advocated that the 
county is ‘‘not discriminating 
against anyone’’ and would present 


Parents will have input into 
selection of classes this fall 


This system applies to students 
entering grades seven through 12, 


“The parents will have the final ' 


say in what courses theirecttitd 
takes,’’ Elba City School Superin- 
tendent Billy Crews said. ‘‘But 
nobody knows the capabilities of a 
student better than the student's 
teachers, and we recommend that 
the student follow the reccomenda- 
tion of the teacher."’ 

“IT have confidence in our 
teachers, and know they will 
recommend what they think is best 
for each students.’’ The superin- 
tendent added that the teachers have 
past records as well as the results of 
standardized tests to base their 
recommendations on. 

The changes are being made to 
coincide with the establishment of 
the advanced and_ standard 
diplomas. The first advanced 
diplomas will be awarded in May, 
1989, and require in addition to the 
basic graduation requirements two 
units of a foreign language, one 
additional unit of mathematics, one 
additional unit of social studies, one 
additional unit of science and 1/2 
unit of computer literacy. 

Another change in the high 
school curriculum is the addition of 
Spanish, In the recent past French 
has been taught at Elba High. 

“Spanish is the up and coming 
language in our society. In places 
like Miami and in parts of Texas you 
almost haye to have Spanish to 
survive,’’ Crews said. 

Although a foreign language is a 
requirement for an advanced 
diploma, students who are working 
toward a standard diploma have the 
option of taking Spanish as an 
elective. 

In the past, the English depart- 
ment has taught its classes on the 


evidence to prove it at the July trial. 

Coffee County was ordered to use 
an at-large election system by U.S. 
District Judge Frank Johnson Jr., in 
1971, and Rowe stated the change 
was ordered ‘for economic 
purposes."' 

“The way things were set up in 
Coffee County was in no way 
intended for the purpose of being 
racially discriminatory,"’ said Rowe. 
“The change was done for 
economic purposes, to equalize the 
Elba district and the Enterprise 
district, and to equalize the money. 
Race never even entered into the 
subject."' 

Rowe said if Judge Thompson 
does order re-districting, new 
commission elections would likely be 
held ahead of schedule in 1987 after 
both sides presented new district 
boundaries to the judge and one was 
approved. 

The order stated Coffee County 
has a total population of 38,533, with 
a black population of 6,532, or 16.9 
percent, 


semester system, giving 10th, 11th 
and 12th grade students:a choice of 
such classes as grammar, 
composition, ‘research, “mythologyy 
Anierican literature, English litera- 
ture, modern drama, contemporary 
literature, world literature and 
others. Seventh eighth and ninth 
graders simply took seventh, eighth 
or ninth grade English. : 

Now students will take a grade- 
level English class with seventh and 
eighth grades divided into basic, 
general and advanced English and 
ninth, tenth and eleventh grades 
divided into general and advanced 
levels. 


Crews said that this system will 
eliminate scheduling problems 
brought on by the semester system, 
“et still give the student exposure to 
the same information, 

In addition, an advanced place- 
ment English course which can count 
as college credit will be offered at the 
senior level, According to the course 
description, the course will include 
“English literature and compostion, 
and students will be involved in both 
the study and practice of writing and 
study of literature."’ 

The advanced English course will 
be taught by Mrs. Jimmie Davis, 
who is head of the English depart- 
ment. Mrs. Davis will take a summer 
class to prepare for this course. 

To receive college credit for the 
course, the student must pay a fee 
and pass a national test, 

“‘Sudents can save a lot of money 
by gaining college credit this way,”’ 
Crews said. ‘‘And most any college 
will accept the course and test as a 
transfer credit,"’ 

Crews said that if the course 
proves successful, similar courses in 
history and mathematics might be 
established,

‘*God’s Love in a Shattered World”’ 

Last Friday night the senior class 
of 1986 of Elba High School received 
their diplomas. It was a time filled 
with mixed emotions. For the most 
part those family members and 
friends were expressing happiness. 
However, one could also sense a 
degree of sadness. This would be 
especially for ‘‘the baby’’ who has 
now turned adult and is leaving 
home to pursue their own dreams. 
As this event occurs parents 
sometimes feel not needed. These 
feelings combined with the death of 
the family pet often lead to the 
thought, my world is a shattered 
world. 

Perhaps you are asking, where 
can you acquire the confidence that 
will allow you to live, not just cope, 
but to live victoriously? There was a 
belief in the Jewish faith that held 
that when things were perfect 
between God and His creation, 
people could go in and out and have 
absolute security. When Jesus 
began to describe His own ministry, 
he chose the image of the good 
shepherd, saying, ‘‘I am the door; if

anyone enters by me, he will be 
saved, and will go in and out and find 
pasture"’ (John 10:9, RSV). In other 
words, right in the middle of your 
shattered world you can find security 
in Him. That's a promise I hope will 
become quite real and personal to 
you soon, 

Jesus says, ‘‘I am the guod 
shepherd; I know my own...'’ (John 
10:14, RSV). Now what is He saying? 
He's saying that He is intimately 
acquainted with our life situation. He 
knows everything that touches us 
and hurts us. He knows all the 
burdens we bear. He understands 
our problems. He knows about the 
conflict within that makes us feel as 
though we are coming apart when 
we are not sure who we are any 
more, He understands these things. 

And, marvelously, not only does 
He know and understand us this 
Scripture says, but He accepts and 
loves us. ‘‘The good shepherd lays 
down His life for the sheep."’ (John 
10:11, RSV). 

The good news of the gospel is 
that God loves us even when we are 
not loveable. His unconditional love 
is called grace. Grace is what can 
make the difference for you, 

The story of the woman at the 
well in Samaria illustrates the power 
of His love. After Jesus told her 
about the brokenness in her personal 
life, she went back to the village. 
Why do you think the Samaritan 
woman ran back to the village that 
ostracized her? It was not just 
because Jesus confronted her with 
her immorality, Any pious busybody 
could have preached to her (or him) 
about all the men (or women) in 
her/his life. What really put wings 
on her feet and gave her a new 
possibility for living was that Christ 
did know all about her, and still 
offered her “‘living water’’! ‘‘'Come 
see a man!"' she declared, He knows 
all about me and He still loves me!"’ 
(John 4:29), 

He is offering His love to you as 
you live in a shattered world.

Areali preachers 
pastors? What does 
the word pastor mean, 
and whois a pastor? 


BOB PRICHARD 


The word “‘pastor"’ is often misused in our religious world. Pastor 
is Latin origin, translated from the original Greek word polmen. 
Shepherd, originally from Anglo-Saxon, is also a translation of the 
Greek word poimen, The root meaning of the word is ‘tone who tends, 
or feeds the flock.'’ Although many preachers today call themselves 
pastors, they often do not meet the Bible’s qualifications for serving as 
pastors, 

The word pastor is one of several words used to designate those 
who God has charged to oversee the church. Other terms used to 
describe pastors include elders, or presbyters, from the Greek word 
presbuteros; and bishops, or overseers, from the Greek word 
eplscopos. All three Greek words describe the same church leaders, 
showing different aspects of their work. 

Acts 20:17-28 shows that all of these terms apply to the same group 
of men. In verse 17, Paul called the “elders of the church’’ from 
Miletus, In verse 28, Paul charged these elders to ‘‘take heed unto 
yourselves, and to all the flock, over the which the Holy Spirit hath 
made you bishops.’’ Notice that Paul addressed the eitess from 
Miletus, and said that the Holy Spirit had made them ““bishops.’’ Paul 
also told these elders, or bishops, that they were ‘‘to feed the church of 
God."’ The word “‘feed’’ is the verb form of the Greek word polmen, 
from which pastor is derived, Thus all three Greek terms are used in 
one passage to describe one particular group of men. 

I Peter S:1-2 also uses all three Greek words to describe the same 
group of men, the elders, bishops, or pastors. The meaning of the 
words may be seen as follows: The elders, older men, qualified for the 
office, serve as bishops to oversee the church, as they serve as pastors 
or shepherds over the spiritual flock of God. 

The New Testament does not refer to preachers, or evangelists as 
pastors, The one place that the English New Testament refers to 
pastors, is Ephesians 4:11, ‘‘and he gave some to be apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some tors and 
teachers.’ Here a distinction is drawn between the evangelists and the 
pastors. An evangelist is a preacher, and a pastor is an elder. Pastors 
must meet the qualifications of I Timothy 3, and Titus I, such as ‘‘the 
husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, eto,”’ 

In the New Testament, all preachers were evangelists, and all 
pastors were elders. A preacher could serve as a pastor only when he 
met the New Testament qualifications. Timothy served the church at 
Ephesus as its evangelist, working with its elders, or pastors. He was 
not qualified to be a pastor, due to his youn age, if nothing else.

‘*God’s Love in a Shattered World’’

Areall preachers 
pastors? What does 
the word pastor mean, 


and whois a pastor? 


The word “‘pastor”’ is often misused in our religious world. Pastor 
is Latin origin, translated from the original Greek word polmen. 
Shepherd, originally from Anglo-Saxon, is also a translation of the 
Greek word poimen, The root meaning of the word is ‘‘one who tends, 
or feeds the flock.'’ Although many preachers today call themselves 
pastors, they often do not meet the Bible's qualifications for serving as 


The word pastor is one of several words used to designate those 
who God has charged to oversee the church, Other terms used to 
describe pastors include elders, or presbyters, from the Greek word 
presbuteros; and bishops, or overseers, from the Greek word 
sreonees. All three Greek words describe the same church leaders, 
showing different aspects of their work. 

Acts 20:17-28 shows that all of these terms apply to the same group 
of men. In verse 17, Paul called the ‘elders Bf 
Miletus. In verse 28, Paul charged these elders to ‘‘take heed unto 
yourselves, and to all the flock, over the which the Holy Spirit hath 
made you bishops."’ Notice that Paul addressed the elders from 
Miletus, and said that the Holy Spirit had made them ““bishops.’’ Paul 
also told these elders, or bishops, that they were ‘‘to feed the church of 
God."* The word ‘‘feed’’ is the verb form of the Greek word P 
from which pastor is derived. Thus all three Greek terms are used in 
one passage to describe one particular group of men. 

I Peter 5:1-2 also uses all three Greek words to describe the same 
group of men, the elders, bishops, or pastors. The meaning of the 


ishops to oversee the church, as they serve as pastors 
or shepherds over the spiritual flock of God. 

The New Testament does not refer to preachers, or evangelists as 
pastors. The one place that the English New Testament refers to 
pastors, is Ephesians 4:11, ‘‘and he 


ere a distinction is drawn between the evangelists and the 
pastors. An evangelist is a preacher, and a pastor is an elder. Pastors 
must meet the qualifications of I Timothy 3, and Titus I, such as ‘'the 
husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, etc.”’ 

In the New Testament, all preachers were evangelists, and all 
pastors were elders. A preacher could serve as a pastor only when he 
met the New Testament qualifications. Timothy served the church at 
Ephesus as its evangelist, working with its elders, or pastors. He was 
not qualified to be a pastor, due to his young age, if nothing else.

pasture"’ (John 10:9, RSV). In other 
words, right in the middle of your 
shattered world you can find security 
in Him. That's a promise I hope will 
become quite real and personal to 
you soon, 

Jesus says, ‘I am the guod 
shepherd; I know my own...'' (John 
10:14, RSV). Now what is He Saying? 
He's saying that He is intimately 
acquainted with our life situation. He 
knows everything that touches us 
and hurts us. He knows all the 
burdens we bear. He understands 
our problems. He knows about the 
conflict within that makes us feel as 
though we are coming apart when 
we are not sure who we are any 
more. He understands these things. 

and, marvelously, not only does 
He know and understand us this 
Scripture says, but He accepts and 
loves us. ‘‘The good shepherd lays 
down His life for the sheep."’ (John 
10:11, RSV). 

The good news of the gospel is 
that God loves us even when we are 
not loveable. His unconditional love 
is called grace. Grace is what can 
make the difference for you, 

The story of the woman at the 
well in Samaria illustrates the power 
of His love. After Jesus told her 
about the brokenness in her personal 
life, she went back to the village. 
Why do you think the Samaritan 
woman ran back to the village that 
ostracized her? It was not just 
because Jesus confronted her with 
her immorality. Any pious busybody 
could have preached to her (or him) 
about all the men (or women) in 
her/his life. What really put wings 
on her feet and gave her a new 
possibility for living was that Christ 
did know all about her, and still 
offered her “‘living water’'! ‘‘Come 
see a man!"’ she declared. He knows 
all about me and He still loves me!”’ 
(John 4:29),

I met and made many 
friends. I never realized so many 
people live in Elba and surrounding 
areas.”’

Some personal and nostalgic 
memories from Miss Lessie’s 
extensive and fantastic memory: ‘‘I 
met him by knowing and being with 
his sisters, and we just fell in love 
and married. We used to go to 
candy drawings, square dances, 
peanut boilings -- we courted on a 
Model T - for about four years.’’ 

(We kidded her and commented 
that if she had married four years 
earlier she would have been 19, thus 
including another 9 in her life!

Miss Lessie commented: ‘Willie 
has always had a knot on the back of 
his head and he said the mules ran 
away and he fell off.’’ She told us of 
Christmases past when ‘‘folks would 
get together and go serenading on 
Christmas Eve. I remember one 
Christmas Eve about eight or ten of 
us Started off, picking up a bunch of 
folks here and a bunch there - and 
after a while there were 90 of us 
serenading, and we didn’t get home 
until 2 o'clock. Some of us had 
cowbells and we'd go to houses and 
say ‘Christmas Gift,’ and they'd give 
us cake, candy, peanuts."’ 

Miss Lessie said Mr. Willie ‘‘has 
been a Christian since he was 64 
years old. He's always been a good 
man, but he was saved when he was 
64 - and the reason I remember the 
date so well, is because he used 
snuff, and he came back to the house 
and said, ‘I don’t need that any 
more,’ and he quit. He accepted 
Christ at Spring Hill Baptist Church, 
and since 1979, has been a deacon at 
Calvary Baptist Church near 
Brantley."’ 

What I thought to be exemplary 
is that Foster and Stuart are carrying 
on a family tradition - they are both 
deacons - Foster at Curtis and Stuart 
at Westside. Stuart, at 24 years of 
age, is one of the youngest ever at 
Westside Baptist. 


Mr. Willie's favorite color is 
“Brown,"’ Miss Lessie said, and she 
remembers ‘‘the first time I ever saw 
him, he was wearing a brown suit,”’ 
He liked ‘‘summer, so he could work 
real hard."’ He enjoyed Christmas 
more than any other holiday, and ‘‘it 
didn’t matter to him that much what 
he ate - he just liked food. '’ She said 
about his hobbies, ‘‘He liked to fish 
and work in his yard -- he always had 
a pretty vegetable garden. He loved 
television, especially the wrestling 
and ‘Gunsmoke.’ He'd quit working 
in the garden long anctal to come in 
and watch it.” 

Mr. Willie was admitted to the 
nursing home April 15 of this year, 
and his roommate is that colorful and 
endearing gentleman, Mr. Lister 
Wicker. Miss Lessie said she cared 
for Mr. Willie almost five years 
before he came to the nursing home. 

She goes to see him almost every 
day, every chance she gets. She told 
us, ‘‘My special friend, Michelle 
(Mrs, Roy) Grimes, is so good to me - 
she always comes by and picks me 
up, and I love her so much for doing 
this, She is a sweet girl."’ 


In recalling her father-in-law, 
Patsy told us, ‘‘He’s one of the 
kindest men I've ever known 
anybody who ever knew him would 
have to say the same thing, and he's 
always been so humble. He has 
never, no matter how sick he has 
been - lost his faith, and has always 
appreciated the power of prayer." 


I would like to share an amusing 
anecdote told by Patsy concerning 
Mr. Willie and Foster: Seems one 
hot summer day, ‘‘Foster and Mr. 
Bane were hoeing peanuts, and 
Foster, a great big boy, had left 
some grass and Mr. Bane told him to 
get it. Well, Foster thought he was 
too big for his daddy to whip him, 
(and I can't imagine Foster doing 
this), but he picked up a clod of dirt 
and threw it at Mr. Bane, and when 
he did, Mr. Bane whipped him right 
there on the spot!'’ We agreed that

Dept. to base and pave the road at no 
expense to the county, but stated all 
right-of-way deeds had not been 
signed. 

Rushing stated the county 
needed to complete the paper work 
as soon as possible to insure the

project would be funded. 

The commission discussed the 
project at length and considered 
re-routing the road; but finally 
agreed that to receive the state funds 
it would be necessary to abide by the 
State’s regulations. 

Lee Boyd, whose family owns the 
land in question, stated he would 
give the land to allow the road to be 
re-routed, but did not want the road 
to meet the highway as scheduled. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
said, ‘I’m not in favor of taking 
anybody's land, but I don’t think the 
county can afford to give up $40,000 
and prevent Coffee County from 
progressing forward by paving a dirt 
road. I make a motion to condemn 
the portion of the Boyd land needed 
for the roadway, avoid the barns now 
split by the existing dirt road and 
then quit claim the old roadway to 
the Boyds.”’ 

Commissioner Bill Faulk 
seconded the motion and the vote on 
condemning the land was 3-3, with 
Eagerton, Bryan and Faulk voting in 
favor of the motion and Owens, 
Bradley and Averett voting in 
opposition. Commission chairman 
Marion Brunson broke the tie by 
voting in favor of the motion. 


The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m., and after the routine 
approval of the minutes the 
commission heard from two 
insurance representatives on two 
entirely different matters.

Sheriff Brice Paul, Deputies

The commission was told the 
current coverage levels were far too 
low due to inflation and that a similar 
policy would cost at least $4,000 a 
year more than in 1985.

A second insurance agent 
presented the advantages of a 
“cafeteria plan’’ dealing wit? 
employee payroll deductions, and he 
was given approval to conduct a 
survey to determine actual savings to 
the employees and to the county. 

The continuing problem of rural 
garbage pickup again surfaced as it 
was stated the garbage collector had 
discontinued all but one of the 
routes. 

The commissioners all agreed 
they knew the problem would 
resurface, dnd agreed the 


commission needed to make definite 
plans to solve the problem. 

Upon a motion by Commissioner 
Billy Paul Owens, the commission 
voted to allow county residents to 
dump household garbage at the 
county landfill free of charge, until a 
solution is worked out. Only vehicles 
with Coffee County tags will be 
allowed to dump free!

*** authorized the probate judge and 
two clerks to attend a probate 
conference on July 23 - 24 in Gulf 
Shores; and 

***paid bills.

Did you ever think that it is 
actually normal to be disabled?

Since 
one-fifth of America’s population has 
a disability, there are 7,700 perms 
with disabilities in your county. The 
same one-in-five statistic is true for 
all the other cities and towns in 
Coffee County too. 

How likely is is that you live near 
someone with a disability? Well, 
there are 13,300 homes in Coffee 
County, and 7,700 people with 
disabilities; so there could be a 
disabled person in every other 
household. 

The statistics are somewhat 
startling, especially when you realize 
that 70 percent of the current 
“‘able-bodied’’ or ‘‘non-disabled”’ 

ple in America will acquire a 
disability in their lifetime.

Graddick proposes two tax cuts 


for state’s senior citizens 


“I know Alabama is going 
through some tough economic times. 
But, with the right kind of planning 
and management, there is plenty of 
money to make sure the elderly 
aren't treated as second-class 
citizens,"’ Democratic gubernatorial 
runoff contender Charlie Graddick 
said this week. 

Graddick has proposed two tax 
reductions to provide relief for all 
those 6S and older. The first would 
exempt senior citizens from sales tax 
on food, Alabama is one of only 16 
states in the nation that tax food and 
drugs, a revenue mechanism con- 
sidered regressive because it hits all 
people, poor as well as rich, with the 
same impact. 

The second Graddick reduction 
would be to exempt senior citizens 
from the $10 auto tag free that was 
adopted in 1984. 

raddick said his own family life 
is a great influence on his 
commitment to the Alabama elderly. 

‘‘] have an 81-year-old father and 
a 76-year-old mother, who.are, by all 
definitions, shut-ins on a fixed 
income,"’ he said. ‘‘The only income 
they have is Social Security, so I am

well aware of what the problems of 
the elderly are."’ 

“While most elderly Alabamians 
have their medical care covered by a 
combination of Medicare and private 
insurance, the growing num of 
indigent elderly who are unable to 
pay for necessary and often 
br “mana treatments has taxed the 
ability of county Ebene to 
for their care,"’ Graddick said. 
state must take steps to see that 
indigent health care services for the 
elderly continue to be provided. 

‘*Aid to the elderly has become a 
campaign topic, and we owe it to our 
Alabama senior citizens to make sure 
itis more than that. It is a problem 
that the next governor needs to 
understand and to tend to."’

Board repeats 
request for

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday afternoon to pay 
bills and conduct other necessary 
business. Monthly bills totaled 
$15,892.89, and board members 
were told this was in part due to 
purchase of capacitors and power 
meters to upgrade the electric 
system. This is supposed to cut 
expenses and improve billing 
accuracy. 

Some questions arose about 
billings, water and electricity loss, 
etc., that couldn't be answered by 
anyone at the meeting. Chairman 
Oscar Vaughan noted that the board 
had asked Supt. Mayor Bob English 
to attend the meetings, but he 
wasn't present, A new request was 
issued for him to attend the monthly 
meetings. 

Board members were told that 
the utility had gone to considerable 
expense to move some lines at the 
request of the county engineer but 
the lines were still ripped up in a 
road-building project. The board 
instructed employees to keep up with 
the cost of repairs and they would 
submit the charges to the county, 

Board member Jack Prescott 
reported to the board that the 2-mill 
rebate on each KWH and the $1.05 
on each KVA would continue for the 
balance of this year and probably all 
of next year. This is from Alabama 


Electric and amounts to about 
$15,000 a month in lowered 
expenses. 


The electric system registered a 
profit of $15,118.86 if all bills are 
‘collected. This offsets a loss of 
$162.05 in city water and loss of 
$945.19 in rural water, and a 
whopping cost to the utility of 
$6999.29 for repairs to the sewer 
system, 

Late utility yments totaled 
$4820.48 and ranged from a $4.18 
delinquent bill to one of several 
hundred dollars. The utility is also 
holding bad checks totaling $847.40. 
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
